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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the proposed claim amendments raise new 
isues that would require further consideration and a search. The proposed amendments are drawn to a method of inhibiting a target 
transcript "associated" with influenza virus. A transcript associated with influenza virus is a broad genus that would require a new search 
to find methods of inhibiting any target transcript associated with influenza virus. 

Furthermore, applicants arguments are not persuasive to overcome the 102(e) rejection of record filed 07/12/2006. Applicant's sole 
argument is that the cationic lipid in Beigelman et al. does not anticipate the cationic polymer of the instant invention. Applicant's 
arguments are not convincing because they do not address the sole fact that a lipid is a long chain of carbon monomers and therefore in 
the absence of a limiting definition of a polymer, Beigelman et al. anticipates the instant claims.
